Comment From Nation’s Press 


On Departure of Lindbergh’ $ 


Because of the wide interest aroused by the departure of Col. 
and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh and son, El Don is today presenting a 
few of the opinions expressed recently on various editorial pages, in- 
cluding those of the Santa Ana dailies: 


BALTIMORE SUN—They must 
have arrived at their conclusion 
painfully and slowly. And shocking 
as it may be to Americans who are 
proud of their country, the sincer- 
ity as well as drastic nature of that 
decision of the Lindberghs chal- 
lenges and compels us all to think 
deeply about a condition of nation- 
al life that literally drives a famous 
ite to exile himself from his home- 
and. 


BOSTON HERALD—The ap- 
proaching execution of Hauptmann 
and, worst of all, the brazenly pub- 
licized doubts of New Jersey’s un- 
seeing, unperceiving Governor re- 
garding the condemned man’s 
guilt threatened another outburst 
of mass hysteria. It seemed wiser 
to the persecuted Lindberghs to re- 
treat rather than to withstand a 
new bombardment from sensation- 
seekers, self-appointed defenders, 
psychopathic. assailants and an er- 
ratic Governor. 

CHICAGO TRIBUNE—The most 
famous of living Americans can- 
not live in America. That is the 
thought the news of the Lind- 
berghs’ flight will spread across the 
world. No battle lost could bring 
the American people so great hu- 
miliation. 

DALLAS NEWS—Bad as is the 
crime situation, fully as deplorable 
is yellow journalism, held equally 
responsible .for the “flight’’. It 
caters to crime and is even partly 
responsible for it. Col. Lindbergh 
is news where his official move- 
ments are concerned. The news- 
papers whose Peeping Tom tactics 
have made his private life hideous 
have no_ place in self-respecting 
communities. 

KANSAS CITY STAR—It is 
nothing short of a national disgrace 
that Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh virtually should be driven 
from America and forced to seek 
residence and refuge in a foreign 
country because of _ kidnapping 
threats against their living child 
and because of harrassment in con- 
nection with attempts to save the 
man convicted of the kidnapping 
and murder of another child. 

LOS ANGELES TIMES—It is 
difficult for any man to be logical 
when those dearest to him are 
threatened; and though reason may

On the other hand, Col. Lindbergh 
has always invited publicity by 
shunning it, after the manner of 
Greta Garbo. We do think he would 
have been pestered less if he had 
acted more as a popular hero is 
supposed to act, and been less em- 
barrassed in the public gaze. 

SANTA ANA JOURNAL— 
Colonel Lindbergh, spurred over 
the tragedy in his household, 
might make the conviction of 
criminals and the safety of child- 
ren his life work in America. He

1. Time and Place, Registration will be held in Room C108. Registratioy 
offices will be open from January: 14th to January 31st. Students may register fron 
8 to 12 A. M. and 1:00 to 4:00 P. M. Late registration fees will be collected of student;

2. Course Numbers. The numbers in the first column are the course numbe 
as they appear in the catalog. Consult the catalog for further information regarding 


content of courses. In registering, the department and course number should be writtea 


in the matriculation book rather than the title of the course. Thus, Art History should 
be written as Art 1A. “B” courses are not open to students who have not had thd 
corresponding “A” course unless specifically designated on the time table. 


3. Limited Study Lists. All students are required to enroll for 12 or more ie 


units of work unless permission is first secured from the office. 
: 4. Maximum Study Lists. The maximum amount of work which may be carrie 
is 16 units, plus Physical Education, the minimum is 12 units. Students desiring to enro 


for more than 16 units must have secured the previous semester twice as many grade 


points as units carried. 


5. Restricted and Provisional Students. All restricted and provisional student; bs 


who do not have credit for Orientation 1-71, are required to enroll for that course, 
Restricted students are limited to courses numbered between 50-100. 


6. Pictures. College regulations require each student to furnish a small and Be 
recent photograph of himself. Returning students who have not complied with this,’ 


regulation must do so before being permitted to register. An attempt will be made 
to have a photographer on the premises. See the bulletin board for details. 

7. Lockers. Lockers may be secured from the business office, Room E 108 on 
deposit of the locker fee. 

8. Non-degree Courses. Courses numbered between 50 and 100, inclusive, carry 
credit toward the Junior College.diploma only. Units earned in such courses are not 
usually accepted by universities as meeting requirements of the Junior Certificate or 
baccalaureate degree. Units in such courses are designated by the asterisk (*). 

9. Full-year Courses. Certain courses are organized on a year basis rather 
than on a semester basis. Final credit in these courses is granted only when the second 
semester’s work is completed. Such courses are designated by the dagger (7). 

10. Physical Education. By action of the Board cf Education, Physical Educa- 
tion is prescribed for all regular students. Any exceptions to this regulation will be 
made by the College Physician. All regular students are, therefore, required to register 
for some course in Physical Education. 

11. Sports. No classes are scheduled in Sports for men. Any student wishing 
to receive physical education credit for athletics must register for a regularly scheduled 
gym class and secure a transfer from the physical education office. 

12. Advisors. Each student has been assigned to a faculty advisor. The advisor’s 
name appears on the “ “permit to register’. The advisor may be consulted whenever 
the student requires advice concerning his course of study. , 

13. English 50X. Students who have failed the Examination in Subject A must 
enroll in English 50X before being permitted to take the Examination in Subject A a 
second time or to enroll in English 1A or Public Speaking 1A. The Examination in 
Subject A will be given January 25 at 9 A. M. The Aptitude Test scheduled at 1 P. M. 
January 25, must be taken by all entering students. : 

14. Name. Unless otherwise stated, names should be printed on all blanks, last 
name first. 

15. Change of Program. A fee of $1.00 is charged for all changes of program. 
This includes both additions and withdrawals. Changes of programs can be eliminated 
if care is taken at registration time. Courses may be dropped any time within the first 
three weeks of the semester without loss of credit on application to the office, con- 
sulting the adviser, and payment of fees. 

16. Sophomores. Sophomores intending to graduate in June should make a final 
check with the registrar to ascertain if all subject requirements will be fulfilled. 

17. Disqualified Students. Disqualified students should see the Director before 
attempting to register. 

18. Section Cards. All courses designated “L”-are limited in enrollment. Before 
a student registers in any such courses he is required to have a “section card”, ad- 
mitting him to the course. 

19. Honors. The two unit Honors Course is open to Sophomores who have a 
grade point ratio of 1.5 or better. ; 

20. Fees. Registration is not complete until fees are paid. The following is a 
schedule of fees:
